Bright sparks shine in 
technology contest 


A LIGHTBULB moment put 
Ravensbourne technology students 
in the spotlight after they won a UK 
wide design competition. 

Two teams of designers took the top 
prizes at the Intelligent Community 
Challenge Awards - an urban design 
competition aimed at architecture, 
design, engineering and computer science 
students from UK universities. 

They were asked to submit inventions 
using energy-efficient intelligent LED 
lighting based on briefs from local 
authorities around the country including 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

The Ravensbourne teams were among 
six selected as finalists up for a winner and 
runner up prize. However, the independent 
panel of judges from major technology 
firms, rated both Ravensbourne proposals 
so highly that they could not 
decide on a winner and runner 
up, and awarded both teams a 
joint top prize.

Gozdek and Dagna Kolodynska 
won with their proposal to 
develop driverless cars in the 
royal borough.

The Greenwich students win a ten-day 
global learning tour of facilities at GE 
Lighting - the multinational company 
which sponsored the competition. 

An additional prize of a week’s work 
experience at Citi Logik -the UK mobile 
analytics company that helps councils 
make sense of cities - was offered to 
Emma and Leonardo. 

Leonardo said: “We’re still shocked, 
never did we think we would win, it just 
goes to show how motivation and work 
pays off, and how we shouldn’t take any 
opportunities we get for granted.” 

Fellow winning student Adriane 
Jimenez said: “It was a really interesting 
experience. I think we all learned a lot 
from the competition. We would like to

Children's fun run 
gets council funding

PLANS for a weekly fun run for 
children in Eltham Park South have 
come a stage nearer with the news 
that the organisers are to get £3,000 
to help get it up and running. 

The money is coming from a new 
council fund to help all ward councillors 
in the borough improve their local 
communities so that everyone benefits. 

The £3,000 is being matched by the 
Parkrun organisation, which supports 
park runs throughout the UK. The 
money will be spent on equipment for 
the run, including timers, a laptop and 
software, which will then be used by local 
volunteers organising the runs. These 
will take place every Sunday morning, 
starting in the spring. 

The new council fund, called the Ward 
Budget Scheme, means that councillors 


are able to spend up to £30,000 in each of 
the borough’s 17 wards over the four-year 
administration. The Eltham Park South 
weekly run is the first project in Royal 
Greenwich to benefit from the scheme. 

It was put forward by Eltham North 
ward councillors Linda Bird, Wynn 
Davies and Spencer Drury. 

Cllr Bird explained: “I was approached 
by a group of enthusiastic young 
people who are already participants 
in the national Park Run initiative. I 
was delighted to propose their idea to 
council to bring this weekly running 
activity to Eltham North, giving our 
young residents an opportunity to stay 
fit and healthy whilst enjoying Eltham 
Park. The success of this application will 
bring a great deal of happiness to our 
community. Well done to that group and 
I look forward to the first run - though I 
cannot promise to participate!” 

Cllr Drury said: “I was really pleased 
to be able to support the introduction of 


Junior Parkrun to Eltham Park South. 
As someone who regularly takes my son 
to Avery Hill for the adult Parkrun on 
Saturday mornings, I think this will add 
some variety to the sporting offer in the 
area and help make Eltham Park South 
a more vibrant place for local residents.” 

Cllr Davies added: “I am really 
pleased that young people will have the 
opportunity to take part in a healthy fun 
activity right in the middle of our ward.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the leader of the 
council, is responsible for deciding 
which projects should benefit. She said: 
“The Ward Budget Scheme is designed 
to be as flexible as possible, with ward 
councillors choosing schemes that will 
help to enhance their community and 
promote civic pride. It is not designed 
to benefit an individual or a small 
group of people, but instead is aimed 
at the wider community or community 
organisations.”

"Our staff have been asking customers what they 
think of Granier, and the answers people have 
been giving are very, very good." 

The Woolwich bakery and cafe sells artisan 
breads, cakes, pastries, filled baguettes, soups, 
teas and coffees. A third branch is due to open in 
London's Portobello Road in January.

A GARAGE in Woolwich, 
which is helping local 
people get into work, is 
inviting construction and 
other companies to use its 
services. 

Income from MOTs, 

servicing and repairing 

vehicles means SMaRT 

Garage Services can 

continue to train people 
with mental health issues 
and other disadvantages as 
well as giving them work 
experience and access to paid 
employment. 

The garage, on the Ringside 
Business Park in Ruston 
Road, is run by First Step 
Trust (FST), a charity which 
operates social enterprises to 
provide work and training for 
people excluded from work. 

The trust has already 
generated sufficient funds 
from garage services to create 
six jobs for unemployed 
people.

Council and emergency services join forces to offer safety advice

LICENSEES have been reminded 
of their legal duties to ensure their 
customers do not cause a nuisance 
and to help them get home safely. 

The police and council have written 
to landlords highlighting their 
responsibilities over the Christmas 
period which include preventing 
disturbances inside or outside pubs, 
ensuring that CCTV is working and 
providing information on local transport 
for customers. 

Borough commander Helen Millichap 
said: “We want licensees to work closely 
with us and ensure that, together, we can 
give everyone a safe Christmas across 
the borough.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Leader of the royal 
borough, said: “We want to remind 
licensees during this busy festive period 
that they have a duty to prevent noise 
or disturbances in and around their 
premises. 

“We also want them to help their 
customers return home safely and that 
residents living nearby are not affected 
by any disturbances so we can all enjoy a 
safe and happy Christmas.” 



New fire safety 
rales for landlords 


THE royal borough is reminding 
private landlords about new fire 
safety rules which require them to 
install smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms in all rented properties - or 
face a penalty of up to £5000. 

The new rules were introduced on 
October 1 to improve safety, particularly 
as there has been a sharp increase in 
people renting through the private 
sector. 

The new rules require landlords to: 

• Install a smoke alarm on every level 
of each rented property and a carbon 
monoxide alarm inside each room 
with a solid fuel burning appliance 

• Make sure the alarms are working 
and tenants understand how and 
when to check the alarms are 
working. 

Cllr Jackie Smith the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “The council is 
committed to improving safety for 
residents and tackling rogue landlords 
who fail in their legal responsibilities. 
This includes ensuring that landlords 
fulfil basic safety requirements such as 
installing working smoke alarm. 

“Our staff actively work with landlords, 
tenants and the fire services to ensure 


rented properties are safe and free from 
fire hazards. Most responsible landlords 
will already have installed smoke and 
carbon monoxide alarms for the safety 
of their tenants. This new law forces the 
small number of rogue landlords to do 
the same.” 

She added: “The council recommends 
that smoke detectors are wired in by a 
competent electrician, which will help 
ensure they are always working and 
keeping tenants safe and that carbon 
monoxide alarms are fitted where gas is 
also used in the home.” 

Those renting or living in a property 
that accommodates three or more 
tenants, who do not live as one household,

The only taxis licensed to pick up customers on the street are the 
capital's black cabs. It is illegal for any other cab drivers to do this - 
any cars cruising for business are breaking the law. 

All minicab journeys must be booked with a Transport for London 
(TfL) licensed minicab office. 

Never get in a car that you have not booked through a cab company - 
vehicles posing as minicabs are illegal, unregulated and uninsured for 
carrying passengers. You could be over-charged, robbed or assaulted. 
To book a minicab download the Cabwise or another minicab 
booking app.

Pool winners 


THEY could make your head swim! 
Youngsters at Woodhill Primary 
School have won a swimming award 
for their achievements in the water. 

A year ago four in every five children in 
year 4 were unable to swim. Now almost 
three quarters of them can swim more 
than 25 metres after a massive push to 
encourage pupils to take to the water. 
The turn-around has won the Woolwich 
school the 2015 Primary School of the 
Year Award at the Amateur Swimming 
Association (ASA) Aquatic Awards. 

Congratulating the school, Cllr 
Miranda Williams, the council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 


“Congratulations to Woodhill for this 
fantastic result. I am extremely keen to 
see all schools in the borough reach a 
higher number of pupils having learned 
to swim by the time they leave primary. 
Woodhill has set a shining example 
demonstrating that this can be achieved.” 

At the start of the last academic year 
in September 2014, 82 per cent of year 4 
pupils were non-swimmers and only three 
per cent could swim 11 to 24 metres. 

After a year-long intensive swimming 
and top-up programme at Woolwich’s 
Waterfront Leisure Centre where lessons 
are held, all the children can swim and 
72 per cent of them can reach at least 25 
metres, more than the national average of 
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70 per cent. 

The success is down to smaller tuition 
groups, an increased number of adults 
and teachers taking the lessons, and an 
awards programme developed with the 
ASA passport scheme. 

All members of the swimming group 
have also completed a water safety and 
life-saving course, the school now has an 
after-school swimming club and diving 
has been introduced into lessons. 

The Aquatics Awards were presented 
by British diver and Commonwealth 
bronze medallist Freddie Woodward on 
November 14. 
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STARTING Blocks athletes are 
making headlines in and out of the 
competition arena. 

Charlton-born Gemma Gibbons ended 
her year with a bronze medal at the 
Tokyo Grand Slam earlier this month 
becoming the first British woman to 
medal at the event. 

The 78kg fighter had a hard battle 
to the podium facing opponents from 7 
Korea, Japan, the US and Brazil before 
facing another Japanese judoka Ruika 
Sato, who had won Grand Slam medals 
in Paris and Tyumen earlier this year. 

With just 48 seconds left on the clock 
and despite conceding a couple of 
shidos, Gemma did more than enough to 
hold off the Japanese judoka for bronze. 

Gemma who is supported by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks, the royal borough 
charity set up to support aspiring 
athletes with the costs of training and 
competing, was delighted with the result 
and said: 

“I have always dreamt of getting a 
Tokyo Grand Slam medal. It’s great to 
have medalled at all three tournaments 
on the Asia tour, a nice end to the year.” 

Meanwhile, weightlifter Zoe Smith 
has been named as the Sky Sports 
Sportswoman of the Month for 
November. 

The Commonwealth 58kg champion 
who broke two British records at 
last month’s Weightlifting World 
Championships in Houston, Texas, 
claimed 32 per cent of the public vote 
beating Scotland striker Jane Ross and 
swimmer Jazz Carlin. 

The 21-year-old Starting Blocks star 
said: “I’m really overwhelmed and it’s 
great to have the support of the British 
public behind me after my performance 
in Houston a couple of weeks ago. 
Breaking the records were the icing on 
the cake for me. I’m really pleased to 
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have got my name back in the record 
books.”
